Tom««o Plant*. 


The New Hampshire experiment sta- 


tion bas made some tests ti itb methods 
of starting tomato plants. In one te&t 
the plants were transplanted into small 
boxes so arranged that the bottom 
would be easily removed and the dirt 
allowed to slip out, and in Ibe other 
they were transplanted into four inch 
pots. 'When tlie pots were used, the 
plants matured and bore fruit earlier 
than the plants in the first experiment. 
The station notes tbat "while the pot 
system takes more time and occupies 
more space, yet from the experiments 
made it surely pays." 


Another experiment showed that the 


kind of soil- in which the tomatoes 
were planted seemed to have sin effect 
on the amount of rot produced. Where 
the soil was inclined to dry out the rot 
was more preialcnt, while on a loamy, 
moist soil there was very little rot.

them have seen the country, and n 
large proportion of those who hare 
been here like both thc country aud 
the people. Of tho volunteers who serv- 
ed in those two model regiments, the

scores are coming back into the service 
that they may again visit the Philip- 
pines, aud scores of discharged regu- 
lars are anxious to remain hero. 


Inquiring as to tlie reasons for this 


preference, I have received in sub- 
stance the following: The colored man 
feels a degree of freedom here that he 
cannot feel in many parts of the United 
States. Asking au old soldier, recently 
discharged, when he expected to go to 
the states, his answer was: 


"I don't care if 1 never go. 'They .ire 


disfranchising my people all over the 
country. I feel freer here than 1 do at 
home." 


Another old soldier in the time of the 


•worst hiking remarked, "I would rath- 
er soldier here than in some parts of 
tbe states." 


These remarks must not be taken KS 


Indications of disloyalty, but as nat- 
ural echoes from the experiences of the 
winter and spring of 1898-99. The men 
feel a joyous sense of their freedom, 
know the value of their rifles and are 
all right for tbe flag and what it stands 
for, but they will not say a spade is a 
gold spoon. 


They like Texas a thousand leagues 


away. 
They remember the remark: 


There are uo colored soldiers. There 
are niggers in uniform, but they are 
not soldiers." Who can blame them? 


Again, it is very easy for the men" to 


obtain wives here—women differently 
educated from our wouieu. of course, 
but nevertheless of average moral de- 
velopment, affectionate in disposition 
and. according to tbe manner of the 
country, of thrifty and Industrious 
habits. They nre. as a rule, well form- 
ed and not ill looking and are blessed 
with long, luxuriant hair. It is no un- 
usual thing to see women with hair 
four feet Ipng aud even longer. They
